Twenty -four y ears later — on April

19 6 3 — the 
nuclear 
submarine 
Thresher passed the sam e spot en 
route to her own untimely death with 
129 men, 220 miles at sea in more 
than 8 .000 feet of water—also during 
a test div e. 
Thresher nev er was recov ered — 
and because of the ex trem e depth 
m ay nev er be. 
The Squalus w>as raised, refitted 
and went off to World War II as the 
Sailfish. She acquitted herself well, 
torpedoing 45,029 tons of J apanese 
shipping in its Pacific patrols. 
The wreath marking the 25th anni­ 
v ersary of the Squalus’ sinking will 
be tossed to the sea by a man who 
surv iv ed the sinking and later re­ 
turned to her when she was rechris­ 
tened Sailfish. 
He is Gerald McLees of Ports­ 
mouth, now a civ ilian employ e at the 
Portsmouth Nav al Shipy ard and for­ 
mer electrician’s mate on the Squalus. 
The anniv ersary tribute was arranged 
by the Squalus Memorial Chapter of 
the Submarine Veterans of World 
War II. 


McLees reliv ed the disaster for 
The Associated Press on the silv er 
anniv ersary : 


“ We had left Portsmouth on Mon­ 
day and anchored 15 miles out. On 
the nex t morning. May 23, I was in 
the three-foot crawl space of the 
forward battery room, taking cell 
readings. 


‘‘Allen Bry son was in the hatch­ 
way just abov e me with his headset 
on so we could keep in touch with 
all other compartments—the normal 
practice on a submarine. 
“ We started the div e and had gone 
down about 50 feet in about 40 sec­ 
onds when Bry son .shouted to me 
‘The engine room’s flooding!’ It was 
8 :40 in the morning. 
“ I jumped up oui of the battery 
section and headed for the forward 
torpedo room right behind Bry son. 
The submarine was going down stern 
first so we had to fight our way 
uphill. 
“ There was no big bang when we 
hit the bottom. The Squalus .just slid

disaster was to hand Lloy d B. Ma­ 
tless a cruel duty .

QUESTION: A bill collector from 
a finance company told me the other 
day that if I don’t pay up pretty soon 
he'd go to the gov ernment and get 
my social security checks. Can he 
do this to me? 


ANSWER: No. Social security bene­ 
fits are not subject to liens, attach­ 
ments, or garnishment, or other legal 
process. In other words, y our cred­ 
itors cannot obtain any social secu­ 
rity checks due y ou. 


QUESTION: I am a dentist and 
hav e been pay ing into social security 
ev er since dentists were first cov ­ 
ered. The trouble is I can't remem­ 
ber when that was and wish y ou 
would look it up and tell me. 


ANSWER: 
Self-employ ed dentists 
were first cov ered by social security 
in 19 56 . Self-employ ed lawy ers, op­ 
tometrists, osteopaths and v eterina­ 
rians w ere cov ered at the same time. 


QUESTION: I plan to take a job 
with the state gov ernment which will 
not be cov ered by social security . 
Am I supposed to freeze my social 
security to protect my rights? 
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ANSWER: You would not be eligi­ 
ble for a “ freeze” unless y ou are too 
disabled to do substantial work. The 
purpose of the “ freeze” prov ision in 
the social security law is to protect 
the benefit rights of disabled people.

Back LBJ

DETROIT IN — Auto maker Henry 
Ford ll says he will support Presi­ 
dent Johnson for re-election no mat­ 
ter whom the Republicans nominate. 
Ford, board chairman of the Ford 
Motor Co., said Friday his v ote for 
Johnson would be his first for a 
Democratic presidential candidate. 
His 
endorsement 
was 
giv en 
to 
Johnson during the President's brief 
stopov er in Detroit. 


Ford described Johnson as “ ter­ 
rific” and predicted the President 
would hav e no trouble winning in 
Nov ember. 
‘ He's doing an excellent job as 
President.” Ford said. “ I v e heard 
him say many times that he's for all 
the people in the country—for busi­ 
ness. labor and the general public. 
I agree with what he says.” 
Ford’s comments were made as 
Johnson shook hands with politicians 
and some of the 25.000 people who 
greeted him at Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport. The President stopped brief­ 
ly en route to deliv er the Univ ersity 
of Michigan commencement address 
at Ann Arbor. 
Johnson told the crowd: 
“ This welcome mov es me to re­ 
call an old song— Will You Lov e 
Me in Nov ember as You do in May?’ 
“I don t want you to forget me 
later on 
in the fall,” he added. 
Gov , George W. Romney, a Re­ 
publican who has been mentioned 
as possible GOP presidential timber, 
serv ed as official greeter. 
Some Democrats seemed miffed at 
Romney’s appearance, saying he in­ 
v ited 
himself. 
Republican 
sources 
said the committee which planned 
the airport program had bypassed 
Romney and that he had to contact 
the White House to arrange a 
spot 
in line. 
Detroit Free Press reporter Frank 
Beckman obtained the Ford inter­ 
v iew and his paper copyrighted the 
story. Ford later made his com­ 
ments av ailable to other newsmen. 
Ford and his brothers, Benson and 
William, generally hav e been con­ 
sidered Republicans. But the Con­ 
gressional Quarterly reported that 
the three Ford brothers contributed 
$15,000 to Democratic coffers in 19 62. 
Ford described 
himself as an inde­ 
pendent.
